Washington Officials Wonder at 


Sampson's Delay, 


INTELLIGENCE FROM HIM IS EX- 


PECTED MOMENTARILY. 


Washington, May 24—Special—There is every evi- 


dence of expectancy in naval circles here. News from Samp- 
son is awaited anxiously, but up to a late hour none bad been 
received. 
A fight with the Spanish fleet is overdue, and the 


fact that it has not taken place is attributed to the superior 
dodging of the Spanish admiral. Sampson might force the 
entrance to Santiago and give battle within the bay, but such 
a move would be extremely hazardous, and ic is not believed 
he will attempt it unless all efforts to bring the Spaniards out 
into the open sea fail. 
Something definite is looked for be- 


fore the close of the day 


Will Take to Piracy. 


Washington, May 24—Special—The proposition made 


in the Spanish cortes yesterday to issue letters of marque to 
privateers has created much comment here 
If such a step 


is taken Spain will practically place herself under the ban of 
outlawry. 
Under the law of nations privateering is piracy, 


, and those who engage in it might as well raise the black flag! 


No mercy can be shown to them in case of their capture. All 
on board a privateer render thtmselves subject to the penalty 
Of death. They would swing from the yard-arms of our ships 
of war as fast as taken, and the world would applaud. 


If the proposition meets with favor at Madiid this gov- 


ernment will promptly notify the powers of Europe of its in- 
tention to treat Spanish privateers as pirates. 
This may have 


its effect upon Spain. 
It will, at least be a compliance on 


the part of this government with the rules of international 
law, and be full justification for whatever may be done to- 
wards discouraging piratical modes of warfare. 


Lee Off For Tampa. 


Washington, May 24—Special—Gen. Fitshugh Lee's 


departure for Tampa, which was noted yesterday, is believed 
to be significant of a forward movement of the troops there. 
It is understood that he is to command the first division of 
the army invading Cuba. 
He left Richmond prepared for a 


<ampaign in the field, and although he declined to speak of 
the orders he had received he hinted that he would not be 
long upon American soil. 
He is impatient to be off and 


•was visibly.elated on receipt of his orders from Washington 
His parting from members of his family was that of a soldier 
going to face his country's enemies. 
It was plain to be seen 


that he expected active service shortly. 


Spaniards Bottled Up. 


Washington, May 24—Special—The belief continues to 


grow that the Spanish fleet is bottled up in Santiago harbor. 
No advices to this effect has been received here, but it is 
lack of news to the contrary that strengthens the belief that 
Cervera has been trapped. Fast scout boats were sent to 
Santiago as soon as it became known that the Spanish had 
made that port. 
As they have not yet reported to the de- 


partment authorities, they believe the Spaniards are still in 
the harbor. 
Definite news as to the exact situation at Santi- 


ago is expected at any time now.

It is reported that the captain of 


the Spanish revenue cutter Callao, recently crptured by 
Dewey, will be shot for not returning the fire of the Ameri- 
can vessels. 
It is also reported that Admiral Montejo, who 


commanded the Spanish fleet, and who was erroneously re- 
ported as having been killed after the battle by the natives, 
will b-. courtmartialed for'cowardice. 


Dewey has had difficulty with the German consul at 


Manila, but gained hia point. The consul tried to land pro- 
visions from a German ship, hut Dewey declined to permit it, 
and when Ihe consul said he would force the landing with the 
aid of two German cruisers, the admiral said he would fire 
upon the warships if they attempted to carry out the con- 
suls's threat. The provisions were not landed. 


They Are British Vessels. 


Washington, May 24—Special—It is reported today that 


the mysterious craft that have been seen off the Newfound- 
land banks are British vessels. The fear that they might be 
Spanish warships caused a panic in New England. British 
warships have been on the lookout for Spanish vessels that 
might attempt to get coal from British ports. 


Wounded Spaniards. 


Key West, May 24—Special—Juan Java a Cuban officer, 


arrived here this morning. He says eleven hundred soldiers 
are in Santa Clara hospital, all of whom were wounded dor- 
ing the bomoardment of Cardenas and£Cienfnegos. He also 
says a large number of people are dropping dead in the 
streets of Santa Clara daily. 


Key West Is Anxious. 


Key West, May 24—Special—This city remains in a 


state of extreme tension. 
News expected from the fleets of 


Schley and Sampson has not yet arrived, but is expected 
momentarily. The hospitals and everything else have been 
put in readiness, and all hands are awaiting 
developments.
